REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 
For the Year Ending December 31, 1913. 


One hundred and eighty books were added to the library 
during the year, more than one-half of which were gifts. Mr. 
Paul Ingraham gave forty books of fiction, Miss Eleanor Nor- 
eross gave forty-nine volumes of art books and three books of 
poems. Presents have also been received from Miss Ware, Mrs. 
Humphreys and others. Miss Ware has also added several 
articles to the museum, which becomes more and more a gratifi- 
cation to our townspeople, and a surprise and source of admira- 
tion to people from abroad. As usual a variety of magazines 
have been given to the reading room. These are a source of 
pleasure to our patrons and we would be glad to give them 
away to people living at a distance from the library when we 
are through with them here. 

The report shows that an average of thirty books have been 
borrowed from the library each library day in the year.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


T\'o the School Board of Rindge: 

I herewith submit my second annual report, the tenth 
annual report of the superintendent of schools in Rindge. 

The enrollment on Feb. 2, 1914, by schools and by grades 
is as follows:

The above table shows the actual number of children ii 
school at the present time. There has been a slight falling off 
in the West Rindge school, a gain of six at the Centre, and Kasi 
Rindge remains the sare at twenty-four. 

During the year the system of hiring assistants for the 
Kast and West schools has been in operation and has worked 
very well. It will be noticed by reference to the table that 
there are eight different grades to teach in all of the schools, 
and if the schools are to be kept well graded, and each class is 
to have its allotted time, more than one instructor will be 
necessary. While it is sometimes hard to find just the assistants 
that we would like to employ at the price we can offer, yet ! 
feel that the education of the children is better taken care of 
with an assistant to give individual attention to the smaller 
children. 


TEACHERS. 

At present we have three normal graduates and one experi- 
enced teacher comprising our regular force. | think it will be 
an increasingly good plan to secure normal graduates, for the 
normal schools are sending out more and more teachers 
equipped for the one or two room schools, rather than for the 
city schools, where there is usually but one grade to a room. 
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PALMER SYSTEM. 


A new method of handwriting was introduced into your 
schools during the fall term. This system, known as the Palmer 
system, has been used in the Boston schools and elsewhere for 
a number of years and has been very successful. It required no 
extra expense to introduce it except a book containing drills 
and model script forms at a small price. These books will last 
four or five years. Results have been good in all the schools, 
but [ would lke to make special note of the work in handwrit- 
ing at the East Rindge school. 


NINTH GRADE. 


Agreeable to the request of the school board I installed a 
ninth grade in the Rindge schools at the beginning of the 
present school year. It was deemed advisable, seeing that so 
many attended higher schools in Winechendon, to pattern it 
after the ninth grade in the Murdock school. Accordingly, | 
cot from Superintendent Cobb of the Winehendon schools an 
outline of work for the ninth grade and put it into operation in 
the Rindge schools. In arithmetic, algebra, history and hand- 
writing we have exactly the same work, with the same text 
hooks, as in the Winchendon ninth grade. In other subjects we 
cover substantially the same ground as the Winchendon schools. 
‘l'’o make sure that the grading was the same in both towns, 
your superintendent spent a day in the Murdock ninth grade 
to study the exact conditions there. 

Some of the friends of the school have asked me if there 
could not be one or two years of high school work given in 
town, thus saving some of the expense in tuition and avoiding 
many of the inconveniences due to train service and to children 
being away from home all day. This is a commendable spirit 
to have in the community, but I should say that Rindge already 
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vives as high instruction as it can afford. However, if there is 
a disposition on the part of the voters to establish and pay for 
a partial high school course at the Centre, and if the parents 
in all parts of the town would send their children to a one or 
two years’ high school course, such a course might be 
established. 


MEDICAL INSPECTION. 


At the last session of the legislature a law was passed 
empowering towns to provide for medical inspection of the 
schools. This work of inspection is to be done by a registered 
physician. He must test the child’s hearing or eyesight, test 
for other defects or evidences of ill health, and send home any 
children showing tendencies toward tuberculosis or other com- 
municable diseases. It is optional with the voters at the annual 
meeting to decide if the act is to be put into force, and it is 
also optional to raise money for carrying out the provisions ot 
ihe act. It seems wise to safeguard the health of the children 
from such diseases and to let the parents know of any serious 
defect in the child’s health. I believe there are children in 
every town who are called ‘‘dull,’’ who fail in their classes, 
whose condition, both mental and physical, might be bettered 
by such an inspection. 

Some repairs are urgent in nearly all of the buildings, more 
particularly in rearranging the outbuildings so that the girls 
and boys would not have to go out of doors in extreme cold 
weather to reach the outbuilding. I also repeat my appeal for 
au few adjustable seats to be put in each of the three buildings 
so that the feet of the vounger children might touch the floor 
as they sit upright. 

l urge that thirty-six weeks be made the standard length of 
school for your town. It seems to me that we ought to have 
that amount each year. This is strongly advised by your state 
superintendent and is really the minimum time in which to 
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complete the work laid out for each grade in the program of 
studies. 

It is a fact that is probably not well known to the voters of 
Rindge that adjoining towns receive more money from the 
state for the support of their schocls than Rindge does. During 
the year just ending, the four towns of my district received 
state aid as follows, that is, besides the literary fund and the 
dog tax which all towns share in:

It will be noticed from the above statement that Rindge 
receives a very small proportion as compared with adjoining 
towns. There is a combination of reasons for this, all operating 
to make this so—chiefly among them the large valuation in 
proportion to the number of children and the low tax rate. I 
deem it advisable to acquaint the school board and voters with 
this situation, and further to tell them that by raising $3,503 
for school purposes, Rindge would receive a far higher propor- 
tion of school money from the state. In other words, by raising 
*50 or $75 more than last year, it is fair to assume that Rindge 
will receive $300 to $400 for average attendance, qualified 
teachers, and rebate on high school tuitions, for which items 
the town does not now receive money. I think it will be the 
part of wisdom and economy to look into the matter deeply, 
and I trust that the voters will see it in this light. ' 

Permit me to thank the school board for its cooperation 
and helpfulness and the teachers and scholars for their kindly 
attitude during the school year.

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REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF DRAWING. 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


At your request I am sending you a report of the drawing 
done in the schools of Rindge the past vear. 

_A general account of the work to be done was outlined in 
last year’s report and was carried out as outlined. An outline 
is prepared for each month which plans for two lessons a week, 
one to be given by the regular teacher, the other by the super- 
visor. In most schools all the work scheduled has been done 
and prepared for the day planned. 

Drawing is one of the subjects that should teach habits of 
neatness, accuracy and observation, and through these an ap- 
preciation of the beautiful. ‘‘We may have the world’s treas- 
ures of beauty if we have the power to appreciate them, and 
with our many museums and libraries surely the only thing 
that can stand between us and these riches is the lack of appre- 
ciation.’’ Drawing in our elementary schools aims to begin this 
appreciation. 

Our work started in September with a study of the fall 
fiowers and sedges and was followed in October by the autumn 
foliage. Paint and crayons were the mediums of expression. 
The abundance of flowers in their season affords material that 
the city child lacks, and while these are used every year in 
every grade, they always afford much pleasure and bring satis- 
factory results. In November vegetables and fruits were 
drawn with crayon, paint and chalk as mediums. In the upper 
grades printing received our attention. December brought the 
Christmas work. This month the pupils are always ready for 
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anything and the enthusiasm is contagious. The primary 
grades made match scratchers, calendars and Christmas e¢ards ; 
the other grades made court plaster cases and writing pads 
with brass corners. The work of these grades involved the 
principle of design and that of the lower grades taught meas- 
uring. ; 

The work for the remainder of the year will consist of still 
life, charcoal work, drawing of toys, illustrating stories and 
Mother Goose rhymes, painting of spring flowers and paper 
cutting. 

I wish to extend my thanks to the teachers who have 
assisted in carrying out the work, to the superintendent for his 
interest and to the school committee for their generosity in sup- 
plying material.
